Organizing New 
~ Municipalities 


Edmonton, Alta., July 25.—More 
than a hundred agricultural cc-m- 
munities in the province of Alberta 
will be organized this year under the 
Rural Municipality act, passed by 
the last legislature and effective in 
1913. The department of municipal 
so far received requests 
for petitions to organize municipali- 
ties, and it is announced that elec- 
tions will be held in 35 localities 


‘lthis month and that plebiscites may 


continue to be taken until Novem- 
ber. 

Charles Stewart, minister of munij- 
cipal affairs, announced in Edmonton 
today that the affairs of all local 
important districts in the province, 
whether or not they are to be organ- 
ized, must be wound up the coming 
fall, when an official audit will be 
made of the books of the authori- 
ties. Any balanee shown on the debit 
or credit side will be taken over by 
the new organization. 

The new system provides that tax- 
es shall be levied equally upon all 
rateable land in the municipality 
according to the assessed value of 
such land. The assessment plan is 
based upon the following provision 
in the Rural Municipality act : 

“Land shall be assessed at its 
actual cash value as it would be ap- 
praised in payment of a just debt 
from a solvent debtor, exclusive of 
the value of any building erected 
thereon or of any other increase of 
value caused by any other expendi 
ture of labor or capital thereon.” 

The question of taxation is dealt 
with entirely by the council of the 
rural municipality. The new = act 
fixes the limit to taxation for muni- 
cipal purposes at 10 mills on the 
dollar. It. is not expected that a 
rate will be levied to exceed $8 per 
160 acres, and in many cases the rate 
levied will not exceed $3 or #4. 

With a view to encouraging the 
cultivation of farm lands in the 
province, and at the same time dis- 
couraging the speculative holdings 
of large acreages, several important 
amendments will be brought to the 
attention, of the next legislature. 
One of thcse is a recommendation 
that the present refund of 25 per 
cent. on all taxes on cultivatdd 
land be increased to 50 per cent. 
This, it is believed, would have the 
effect of driving the absentee specu- 
lator out of the field. Other amend- 
ments will be based upon the actual 


ary. 

The act provides that every muni- 
cipality shall, in so far,as is prac- 
ticable, comprise an arca of 18 miles 
square, or 324 square miles, and al! 
municipalities shall be laid out on a 
uniform plan as the conditions of the 
system of the Dominion land survey 
and the physical features af the 
province will allow. 

The minister of municipal atTairs 
may sever any portion of a munici- 
pality and annex the same to any 
adjoining municipality ; annex to any 
municipality outlaying area hereafter 
adjacent to but not included within 
the limits of any ‘municipality; alter 
and adjust the boundaries of two or 
more coterminous or adjacent muni- 
cipalities ; or withdraw from’ any 
municipality any area herealtcr es- 
tablished as a village under the pro- 
visions of the village act, passed by 
the legislature in 1907. 

John Perric, deputy minster of 
municipal affairs and tax commis- 
sioner of Alberta, made -the follow- 
ing statement at the government 
building in respect to an inquiry as 
to the operation of the single tax 
system in the farming districts : 

“The only taxes levied in the rural 
districts of this province are those 
levied on lands. No taxes are levied 
om improvements or personal prop- 
erty. This method of assessinent is 
a fair one and is satisfactory to the 
farmers. In fact, any change to a 
system of taxation whereby improve- 
ments or personal property are 
assesscd would be strongly opposed 
to them. We have found no demand 
for the tay system being changed so 
that taxes would be levied on im- 
provements and personal property.” 

Edmonton, the most northerly city 
of the 50,000-class on the American 
continent, is not only successful with 
the single tax system, but has also 
worked out a satisfactory plan of 
municipal-owned public utilities, op- 
erating street railway and telephone 
lines, water works and electric light 
and powcr plants. The municipality 
has plans to install a gas plant cost- 
ing $700,000, and also has experts 
at work making test bores in the 
vicinity of Edmonton for natural 
gas wells. 

The city of Edmonton owns and 
operates 40 miles of street railway 
lines, a water distributing system of 


90 miles of mains, and an electric 
and power plant of 5,000 k.w. Three 
hundred and fifty thousand square 


yards of paving, estimated to cost 
$1,250,000, will be laid this vear. 
At the beginning of 1912 the city 
had 217,129 square yards of paving.

PROGRESS IN CHINA. 

In China an “International School 
Children’s Temperance League’ has 
been formed by Rev. Edward W. 
Thwing, the Oriental secretary of the 
International Reform Bureau. Many 
childien are already wearing the but- 
ton, which has a white cross on a 
blue field with red letters “I.S.C.T.

His chief work for the 
Government is as the official adviser 
of the Opium Commissioner. These 
positions are without salary and do 
not require him to give up his gen- 
eral promotion of moral — reforms 
through the International Reform 
Bureau.

CLARA BARTON, 
WORLD'S BENEFACTOR. 


Clara Barton, founder of the Red 
Cross, and one of the most) remark- 
able American women of the present 
age, died at her home in Glen Echo, 
Md., on Friday, April 1], at the age 
of ninety. The remains were buried 
at Oxford, Mass., the home of her 
family. Her service in the sick- 
camps during the Civil War, the war 
in Cuba, at Johnstown, Pa., and 
Galveston, Texas, after the great 
floods, and also in Russia and Arm- 
enia gave her a world-wide reputa- 
tation as a philanthropist. Miss 
Barton was born on a farm. She 
received a good education, and began 
teaching school in Bordentown, N. 
J., when she was only sixteen. Her 
health breaking down under — the 
strain, she went on a visit to Wash- 
ington, and secured a clerkship — in 
the Patent Office during President 
Buchanan's administration. In the 
early days of the Civil War a com- 
pany of a Massachusets regiment 
reached Washington from Baltimore, 
many of the men suffering from 
wounds. Miss Barton went out to 
meet them, and seon found they were 
in need of kindly ministrations. She 
provided food and delicacies for them, 
and soon friends began to help her in 
this Samaritan work. Within a week 
she becatne the leader in a remark- 
able movement for sending comfort 
and cheer to the men at the front. 
But she was not long content to re- 
main at her post. The news — she 
heard convinced her that she had a 
mission to go to the army and do 
what. lay in her power for the sick 
and wounded soldiers in the  impro- 
vised hospitals. She went to the 
front, where she became known as 
the “Angel of Mercy’’ from her min- 
istrations at Chickamauga, Freder- 
icksburg, and other — battlefields. 
This was the beginning of her real 


career. She went abroad and was 
present at the conference -at Berne, 
Switzerland, when the International 
Red Cross was organized. She served 


the Franco-Prussian War, and when 
she returned to this country, 
organized the American Red Cross 
and sympathetic control, did excel- 
lent service in many cases of -floods,

Dr. Klopsch himself 
went to Havana later and expedited 
the work, and soon relief trains 
were speeding across Cuba to vari- 
ous ¢itics where they were most need- 
ed.

Guletin on Crops 


and live Stock! 


July 17.—A bulletin on the 
and live stock of Canada 
by the Census and Statistics 
today. The correspondents of the 
Office report that in the Maritime 
Provinees and gentrally throughout 
eastern Canada the weather of June 
continued cold and wet, and growth 
was therefore slow. In the North- 
west provinces the weather of .June 
was hot and dry, and rain was bad- 
ly needed at the beginning of July. 
Rains have sinee fallen however and 
conditions have improved. Prospects 
for spring sown crops are generally 
favorable. 

According to revised figures ob- 
tained at the end of June the total 
area under wheat this year is 
10,097,300 acres, compared — with 
10,277,159 acres as returned by the 
census of 1911. The area sown to 
fall wheat in 1911 was 1,097,900 
acres, but winter killing has reduced 
this area to 781,000 acres. The area 
sown to oats is estimated at 9,4-4,- 
G00 acres, compared with 9,233,550 
acres in 1911, and to barley 1,-449,- 
200 acres as against 1,303,969 acres 
in 1911]. In the three Northwest 
provinces spring wheat covers 9,029,- 
000 acres, as against 8,946,965 acres 
in 1911, the increase being in Sas- 
katechewan and Alberta. Including 
fall wheat the total wheat acreage 
in the three provinces is 9,246,100, 
compared with 9,301,238 acres in 
1911, the decrease being accounted 
for by the large area of fall wheat. 
winter killed in Alberta. Oats in 
the three provinces occupy 5,037,000 
acres and barley 826,100 acres, as 
compared with last year’s census 
figures of -4,563,203 acres for oats 
and 761,738 acres for harlcy. 

Whilst not equal to the exceptiun- 
ally high figures recorded this time 
last year, condition of spring sown 
crops is generally good. The highest 
figures for spring cereals are record- 
ed in Prince Edward Island and Brit- 
ish Columbia, the per cent. condition 
ranging from 97 to 99 in the former 
and from 90 to 95 in the latter prov- 
ince, the average for the Dominion 
being from 80 to 89. Fall wheat re- 
mains low being only 70 for Canada, 
73 for Ontario and 71.6 for Alberta. 
Last year the condition was also 
low, viz: 75 for 
age of the four years 1908-11 was 
81.5. Spring wheat is 89.73 p.c., 
compared with 24.78 last year and 
88.25 the four year’s, average, oats 
86.43 against 94.46 in 1911 and 90.42 
average, bariey 88.58 against 93> in 
1911 and 89.28 average. Rye is 
87.84, peas are 80.08 and mixed 
grains &4.°8. Hay and clover show 
a condition per cent. of 85.59 against 
Be in 1911, alfalfa 90.59 against 
$2.3] and pasture 95.56 against 
90.77. In the three Northwest prov- 
inves spring wheat, oats and barley 
range from 80 to &%8 p.c., figures 
which are close to the average of 
the four years 1908- 1] and which are 
below last year’s exceptional records 
by from about 10 to 15 p.e. 

The estimated numbers of — live 
stock show further decreases except, 
as regards horscs and dairy cattle, 
the former being 70,400 and the: lat- 
ter 14,500 more than last year’s esti- 
mates. The census figures of 1911 
are not yet available. The condition 
of all live stock in Canada is uni- 
formly excellent, the number of points 
being 9F horses, 98 cattle, 97 sheep 
und 96 swine.

SUMMER 


CO-OPERATION IN 
ACTUAL PRACTICE 


Some fifteen years ago a number of 
farmers of Red Deer and the’ adjoin- 
ing country were of opinion § that 
they were hardly getting all that 
was coming to them for the sale of 
their milk products, and they decid- 
ed to get togethcr and form a cream- 
ery of their own. This proved such 
a success that a year or two after 
they decided to extend this scope 
and take up all lines of the produce 
of theirfarms. Later, about three 
years ago, the active members de- 
cided to organize a co-operative 
society, within the local union of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, Accord- 
ingly, the society was launched, with 
Jas. Bower, ex-president of the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta,: as president. 
Mr. C. A. Julian Sharman, of the 
Old Basing Jersey Stock Farm, as 
vice-president, and nine directors 
picked from the different localities 
around Red Deer. 

The members of this association 
must be members of the U.F.A. and 
there are at present some 160 far- 
mers from Red Deer, Penhold, Black- 
falds, Innisfail, Lake View, Burnt 
Lake, Eckville, Edwell, Pine Lake, 
Solheima, Hillsdown, Coalbanks, and 
Markerville doing business through 
the association. The society went on 
doing business for some time as pure- 
ly farmers’ co-operative association, 
but it was found out that a great 
drawback was that it had no legal 
standing under its original charter. 
The association could not own prop- 
erty and the growing agitation 
among the members and throughout 
all the western country for co-oper- 
ative legislation, foreed.the Red Deer 
association to take steps to have 
the society incorporated as a joint 
stock company. The main; reason 
for incorporation lay in the fact, as 
before stated, that the association 
under its old co-operative standing 
could not buy or lease elevators, and 
storage room was badly wanted for 
grain. Also it could not buy land, 
although it had some splendid op- 
portunities. Thus it was that a new 
organization became incorporated in- 
to a limited concern called the Far- 
mers’ Co-operative, Limited, on May 
17, 1912, under the North West 
Territories Act, respecting compan- 
ies. 

In becoming a member of the 
association, a farmer on making 
application, must be a member of 
the United Farmers of Alberta, and 
he agrees, if accepted, to be govern- 
ed by and abide by the by-laws and 
general rules of the association now 
in foree or which may hereafter be 
brought into foree. | 

He also agrees to become security 
for and liable to the association for 
the payment of all debts and lia- 
bilities 
through its officers or trustees act- 
ing jn accordance with the by-laws 
and rules of the association, whilst 
he is a member, or for any matter or 
thing connected with the association 
arising out of or connected therewith 
during such membership. 

When a farmer is duly appointed a 
member, he agrees subject to the 
rules and regulations of the company 
to place with the association a part 
of the produce of his farm to be Mlac- 
ed on the market by the association 
and to he sold in accordance with 
the by-laws and general rules gov- 
erning the working of the associ- 
ation, and gives the following dec- 
laration ° ‘ 

“The under mentioned farm pro- 
duce is a list of produce which 1 
now place with the association for 
sale. I agree to deliver such produce 
at a station on the Calgary & Ed- 
monton Railway, or Red Deer, or at 
such place as may be required, not 
being further distant from my place, 


and whenever required, 


date. In case I should fail to do so, 
I hereby agree to pay to the associa- 
tien all loss, cost and expenses which 
the association may be put to by 
reason of such failure on my part.’ 

The Red Deer Association have 
been particularly fortunate in having 
men at their head like Mr. Bower 
and Mr. Sharman, men who doth 
have the undivided interests of the 
farmers at heart, and in their Sec 
retary, Mr. Edwin Carswell, they 
have a man particularly fitted for 
the arduous duties of Secretary- 
Treasurer. The duties of Secretary- 
Treasurer in an undertaking of this 
sort are by no means light, and 
with Mr. Carswell’s knowledge — of 
the country, of its agricultural —in- 
terest, and of the many pertinent 
questions pertaining to his partie 
ular distriet, as well as being a 
shrewd business man at the on» end 
of a bargain, with a thorough know- 
ledge of stock and everything that 
goes to make an active farming 
community, he is particularly well 
fitted for the post . he occupies. 
Among the duties of the Secretary- 
Treasurer are that he shall open up 
and carry on a correspondence with 
any dealers in or consumers of farm 
produce, obtaining all available in- 
formation regarding their financial 
standing and where possible getting 
the names of other correspondents, 
receiving their offers, forwarding yuo- 
tations, and generally transacting 
such business as the representative of 
a commercial house would be requir- 
ed to do, and all such other works 
necessary for the carrying out of the 
work of the Association, placing: all 
such communications and all other 
reports of his work regularly and as 
often as required before the directors 
for their decision. He shall receive 
all moneys entrusted to his charge 
by the Association, and shall open 
up a trust account in any chartered 
bank as the direetors may deeny ad- 
visable from time to time, where he 
shall immediately deposit in the same 


shall always be present or furnish 
an accredited substitute when any 
produce is being shipped to give any 
assistance or instructions he can to 
the shipper in loading or sorting his 
produce, and to see that the 
shipping bill and other documents 
concerning the shipment are properly 
made out and placed in the proper 
hands. All shipments.must be made 
in the name of the Association by 
the secretary or his representative. 

Some of the rules of the Associ- 
ation are: 

The trustees shall have full power 
and authority to provide funds to 
carry on the work. of the Associ- 
ation. Each subscribing member 
must be bound by an agreement to 
become individually reponsible for 
the payment of such funds, except in 
such cases as are hereinafter pro- 
vided for, and to 6btain these funds, 
money may he borrowed by the di- 
rectors on the security of the agree- 
ments given by the members. 

Where any loss is incurred by any 
accident or any uncontrollable cir- 
cumstance in connection with the 
shipping of goods ,or collecting pro- 
ceeds, such loss shall be borne by 
the association, each member con- 
tributing at the end of six months 
period towards payment of that loss, 
pro rata, according to the value of 
the produce listed with and handled 
by the association for that member 
and according to the provisions of 
these rules concerning such matters. 

Every member shall ‘be free to pro- 
vide his own storage facilities where 
he wishcs at his own risk and ex- 
pense, but when the directors pro- 
vide such storage at the request of 
the members, then such risk and ex- 
pense shall be borne pro rata by 
those using this storage or taking 
this risk, according to the amount 
of storage used by each. 

It must be considered as a stand- 
ing rule that where such sales can 
be made in large quantities so as 
to bring expenses to a minimum such 
sales shall be made, and if in’ the 
judyment of the directors sales can 
be made advantageously through a 
commission firm, they shall be = at 
liberty to make sales in that way. 

All sales to be made on a_ cash 
basis when possible; in any other 
case the security must be considered 
perfectly satisfactory to the board. 

When any member having produce 
listed desires to withdraw the same 
wishing to use it himself or to sell 
locally, he may make application to 
the directorate who may give him a 
release of same when such _ release 
does not interfere with sales made 
or under consideration or in any way 
injuriously affects the association's

Nincty-five per cent. of the pro- 
ceeds of all sales shall be paid over 
to the consignor of same as soon as 
returns are made as an_ advance 
payment. Five per cent. shall.be re- 
tained which shall be deposited to 
the credit of the association to create 
a fund to pay all expenses of the 
association or any losses incurred. 

If at the end of the term of six 
months when all accounts are talanc- 
ed there is any money on deposit to 
the credit of the association it shall 
be paid out as final payment to the 
members of the association pro rata, 
according to the value of produce 
shipped by cach; at the same time 
statements of all business shall be 


freight and commission. 

These prices are paid to the farmer 
less 5 per cent. for the expenses of 
carrying on the work of the associ- 
ation. Up to the present, however, 
the working expenses have not 
amounted to more than 34 per cent., 
the remaining 14 per cent. going 
bacis to the farmer in a dividend. 
Besides giving the best market 
prices the association has heen at 
times able to get premiums on the 
market prices, sometimes as high as 
Yc and 15¢ for barley. 

The association purchases wire by 
the carload, also binders and imple- 
ments, on which they can save as 
much as 10 per cent. These branch- 
es, however, have not as yet been

Vancouver buyer who asked the 
association to find him some car- 
loads of cattle and hogs. The 


association named ‘their price, the 
buycr said it was far too high, and 
that he could do better by going 
out and buying direct from the far- 
mers. He went but the farmers on 
whom he called would not sell. Thes¢ 
farmers werc not members of the 
association and had nothing listed. 
Next day some of them came in and 
listed their produce and got jc to 
le more through the association than 
what they were offered by the buyer. 
Another mem}er had some hay listed 
at $13 per ton. An Edmonton buyer 
offered the association $12 and was 
refused ; he went out to see the man 


who had the hay and offercd him 
$12.50, which was accepted. This 


member tried to get the association 
over the phone, but failed, and let 
his hay go at 50¢ a ton Jess than 
what the association could have got 
him. 


Church of England Mision 
in Western Canada 


An enterprise of much importance, 
particularly to the $\nglicans but also 
to all interested in the religious and 
moral advan:ement of the West, will 
be undertaken this fall by the Anglic- 
an Chur-h. Unlike most movements 
necessitated by the circumstances of 
the churches in this land of  begin- 
nings, it will not be an effort to raisé 
funds or to found an organization. 
Its aim will be purely spiritual ; its 
object to revive and to deepen the 
religious life of a country so absorb- 
ed in the rush of our busy Western 
existence as to tend to forget higher 
things. 

The services of a band of experi 
«need clergymen, men all of whom 
have been accustomed to hold Mis- 
sions in England and elsewhere, and 
some of them are of world wide re 
pute, have been secured by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Provincial 
Synod of the Anglican Church in 
Rupert’s Land; and these Mission- 
ers, twenty in number, will hold 
Mission services at 59 selected cen- 
tres in th€ West, from Chapleau to 
the east to.Edmonton on the western 
verge of the prairie provinces. 

Fach Mission will last eight days, 
from Sunday to Sanday inclusive ; 
during which services will be held 
for men, women and children res- 
pectively. Mass Meetings will be 
held in the larger towns, commenc- 
ing with a reception service in Win- 
nipeg on Wednesday, September 25, 
at which all the Missioners will be 
welcomed to Canada. :

Tho farmers belonging to the 
association have all along taken a 
keen interest in its affairs, and over 
160 this year availed themselves of 
its privileges. Under their contract 
when placing stuff with the associ- 
ation for sale the farmer is enabled 
to receive credit from his bank. 

Red Deer is well known as the 
highest priced shipping point in Al- 
berta for farmers’ produce, and over 
$100,000 of produce passed through 
the hands of the association last 
year. : 

To give some idea of the amount 
and class of business done during the 
first five months of the current. year, 
the assoviation sold timothy hay, 
$118.85; hides, $31.60; hogs, $26,600, 
oats, $4,731.77 5 hay, $2,577.73; bar- 
ley, $1,321.14; wheat, $828.60. The 
association is largely instrumental in 
keeping the cattle buyer up to mar- 
ket prieés, as although they do not 
often handle cattle themselves they 
have found buyers for local cattle 
from Vancouver to Winnipeg. 

The last shipment of hogs made in 
May a few days before the writer 
called on the association was from 
Red Deer, $1,875; Penhold, $821 ; 
Innisfail, $1,128. These figures give 
the reader some idea of what is 
done in hogs alone.
